on ha v ing good roads twelv e months in 
the yea r so they can attend church, lec­ 
tures. concerts and social g a thering s at a 
dista nce, and there is no doubt that the 
w hole intellectual tone of the fa rming 
community would be raised by a system 
of good hard road*.

States, in which he treats Illinois, espee 
hilly -.ays that “ a full load can be hauled 
ov er the a v era g e road only three months 
in a year, t wo-thirds of a load I lire« - nmnths 
and half a load six months

properly broken and rolled, will reduce the 
cost of ha uling one half and often more. 
The defectiv e hig hw a ys in the sta te cost 
it annually an extra $ 15,did,“ 30. and d e­ 
preciate the v a lue of farms $ 100,000 (Kk) 
In other words if we had a g ood system 
of hard 
roads we would be 
benefited 
9100,000,(MM) in v alue and ov er $ 15,000.000 
annua lly in hauling.

the horses can do much more work on a 
hard road than a poor soft one and the 
farmer would not be required to keep so

Clemens llershell, a civil eng ineer of 
Boston,say s th e English horse does twice 
as much work as th e America n h orse sim ­ 
ilarly cm p lo jed in America.
